Claims 1-8 are pending and subject to restriction requirement.

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case a composition or a culture medium free from bovine serum can 
be used fro applications in ophthalmology or in a materially different process of storing corneal 
tissue, for example: see whole US 6,153,582 (Skelnik) including abstract and col. 2, lines 33-35.
